Little Grace ran through the kitchen of 
the nurse's department into the yard. She 
wae by this time a mass of flames. 

Miss Mary Hatnsworth, a nurse, 
enterin the building. snatched a heavy 
cloak from her shoulders and wrapped it 
around the child. The flames were thus 
smothered, but in doing the nurse Was 
badly burned on the hands and arms 

Dr. Richter, the house physician, dressed 
the little girl ® injuries.

Six policemen had to be sent to the 
hospital to have their wounds dressed.

The other is his manner of holding his head when talking to a visitor. He bends 
it to the left and looks up sideways at one, contracting his eyebrows as he does so. 
Frequently his eyes are so aslant that it seems that one is crossed. 


His clothes are very expensive. They are made by a Fifth avenue tailor in New 
York. Sometimes he wears a silk-faced sackcoat, but generally has on a frockcoat dur- 
ine the day. His trousers are of dark-gray cloth with almost Invisible blue stripes. He 
wears a silk hat whenever he goes out in the fall, winter or spring. In the summer 
he puts on a pearl-gray fedora at times. His coats are ‘ays black. His neckties 
are black string affairs. He ties them himself. In the privacy of his own apartments 
he has an old velvet house coat that he puts on and a pair ‘Of slippers knitted by Mrs.

Searles, 
financier, has failed with liabilities esti- 
mated at figures varying from $1,000,000 to 
2,000,000. Searles is connected as president, 
director or stockholder.in a score of finan- 
cial enterprises. 

Mr. Searles was treasurer of the Ameri- 
can Sugar Refining Co. until a few years | 
ago and president of the Western Nationa: 
Bank of this city, succeeding Brayton Ives. 
In his la.vest and most important enterprise, 
the Américan- Cotton Co., he was associates | 
with United States Senator Jones of Arkan- 
sais. The latter company controls the pat- 
ents for a cottgn compress and is said to 
have done a prosperous business. 

As treasurer ofthe sugar company and 
resident of the-Western National Bank 
Mr. Searies gained a reputation for business | 
sagacity, and, because of his reputation, 
was asked to enter the directories of Vari- 
vus corporations. 

The Journal ot Commerce says: 
“Estimates uf Mr. Searles’ liabilities are 

anywhere from $1,000,000 to $2,000,000. He 
Was generally regarded heretofore as worth 
several millions. It has been known in 
nome banking circles this week that a 
note for $10,000, which Mr. Searles had en- 
dorsed for another party, was about matur- 
ing, and it was said that the bank which 
held the note had been asked to extend it, 
but whether it was extended or not could 
not be learned...” 

At the offices of the American Cotton Co. 
the following statement was made by D. ct. 
Ball, the general manager of the com- 
pany: “Mr. Searles’ assignment does not 
affect the American Cotton Co. in any 
way, directly or indirectly, the company’s | 
business having never been In any way | 
eannected with his private affairs. Mr. | 
Searies’ resignetion as president of the com- | 

any had been tiled with the secretary prior | 
o his assignment.”’ 

Charlies F. Hughes of counsel for the as- 
signee said: , 

“The assignment of Mr. Searles was 
made tor the protection of his general 
creditors, 1n order that the interest of ali 
might be fully protected. His assets are 
believed to be largely in excess of his lia- 
bilities, but include a considerable amount 
of unlisted securities, which were not read- 
ily convertible into cash to meet obligations 
maturing at this time."’ 

It is said that Searles has lost heavily in 
the stock market during the past few 
months. The presentation of a $10,000 note 
today, which the bank refused, is said to 
have brought about the assignment.

She told of the great agony her husband

|how Dr. Michael N. Regent measured her 
| husband with a tape-line just before his 
| death. She recited many other ghoulish 
things in connection with her husband's 
‘sickness and death which caused a stir in 
the court. Her story, as told on the witness 
stand, foliows: 

“My husband had been sick with con- 


sumption for five years, and was in the last 
| stages of the disease when John Doyle 
came to my house and recommended that 
| we get another doctor. He recommended 
| Dr. Regent. My husband and I consented. 

| “The first day Dr. Regenf treated him | 
he placed a towel across his breast as is the 
custom in examining consumptives, but he 
did another thing which aroused my sus- 
picions when he measured him with a tape- 
measure. 1 remarked at the time that I 
| thought such a procedure queer, but 1 was 


put off with some short answer, 


| Doctor Gave 
| Burning Medicine. 

“The doctor prescribed some powders and 
pills and we procured the drugs. My hus- 
band continued to grow worse. Meanwhile 
|John Doyle visited the house every morn- 
‘ing, asking after his condition. We fol- 
lowed all instructions given by the doctor, 
but to no avail. The medicines burned his 
stomach, and he wished me to dismiss the 
doctor. I talked the matter over with 
Doyle, but he advised me to retain Re- 
gent. I did so. After he had been treating 
bim for about five weeks, Doyle came in 
one morning and I told him | thought my 
husband was dying. He went to his bed- 
side, and Mr. Kane told him that he would 
not allow Regent to treat him any more. 
Hie said the medicines burned him and that 
they did him no good.
